Nothing eliort of tlie 
moat urgent necessity would ren 
derbuch a^ demand other than somewhat 
ungracious on tt)e part of a friendly go.v- 
ernment. America obtained at once all 
the advantattea which the award con- 
ferred upon lier, and slie might have 
been expected to await the GX])iratlou of 
the period which the judKoa namgd be- 
fore inviting ub to re-open tlie discuaaion 
with the declared purpose of getting the 
conditions altered in a Bense" favorable 
to her'intei'egts. As a matterof fact botli 
. the Thompson and Jordan reports agree 
that our Itnowledge of seal life, on many 
iinportant pointa, is still verjr defective. 
This ought to be decisive against an im- 
mediate change nf the regniationa. The 
burden of proof lies with America. Can 
it be said that she has made out her 
case? There is no mystery about the 
frisbeB of the American government. 
The Americana deaire to put an end to 
pelagic sealing altogether. We sliall be 
quite ready when the time coinea to 
agree to protective measures in 
the common interests of all classes 
of seal fisheries, but these meas- 
urea must be based on the facts 
of natural history and not on the in- 
terest of one nationality against the 
interest of another : and it seems to us 
that the data in the Jordon report does 
not justify its conclusion. What would 
the United States answer to a 
similar proposal with regard to 
their fishery rights . on the Ameri- 
can shore of Newfoundland? They 
would answer "It ia not' business." 

The Daily Ohronicle says this morn- 
ing that Mr. J. W. Foster, the American 
special commissioner on the seal ques- 
tion, will remain in London for a few 
days only and then go direct to St. 
Petersburg. With Anibaasador Hay and 
Mr. Henry White, secretary of the Lega- 
tion, Mr. ij oster paid a number of official 
visits yesterday, among them being a 
visit to the Foreign Office and the French 
and Buasian embaasieB.

We certainly were asked 
whether we would care to join in the 
venture of Peterson, Tait & Co., of New- 
castle, but did not lieaitate to decline 
because we believed that on the terms 
and conditions of their acceptance the 
undertaking would only lead to disaster. 
We are still of the same opinion and we 
thidk^th'at'.th'e goTarnment',. instead of 
hurriedly approving a- scheme" which 
seems certain to fail, Bb6ttl4 have con- 
sidered our sugeestion astdfaat steamers, 
when slower ones could he advantage - 
ouBly tried for the remainder of the 
season.

THESSALY IS SAFE. 

Ttae Forte Informed That Its Ceaslen to 
Turkey Ciupot Be Thongbt 0& 

London, May 28. — A dispatch to the 
Times Ifom Constantinople says : "The 
attitude of the Grand Vizier is the sub 
ject of much comment. He was regarded 
as merely the obedient instrumentof the 
Sultan, but be now shows unexpected 
, vigor aa an advocate of an exacting 
policy towards Greece. The reply of the 
Porte received this evening confirms 
the report that it ; would not 
discuss the conditions of peace." 

'ihe Daily Mail's correspondent at 
Coiiatantinople says : " The Porte has 
replied to the note of the powers and 
coiiBeiita to negotiate for peace provided 
the Greek commanders lirat sign an 
ariiiiatice. As soon as this ia done tlie 
govi'.rnment will negotiate as to the 

■ peace conditions with the ambassadors. 'i 

The correspondent of the Standard at 
Oonstantinoole says: "The immediate 
entourage of the Sultan favors restoring 
Ttiesaaly to Greece. The Turkish 
lort-igQ minister has spoken on the sub- 
ject in a co'nciliatory note to the Baron 
tie Calice, the Austro-Hungarian am 
bus;<ador, asking only a little delay in 
order that public excitement may sub 
side." 

, Bkrlik, May 27. — According to a dis- 
patch to the Frankfurt Zoilung from 
(Jonstimtiuople, the Russian Foreign 
Miuialer told the Turkish ambaasador 
at .St. Petersburg that Turkey must re- 
nounce her impoaeible claim to annex 
Tliesaaly. Ho added that in his opinion 
the claim bad oiiiy been advanced to 
])iolong the negotiations or as pretext 
lor renewing the war, which Europe 
would on no account permit. 

A (2UEEE CEAZE. 

Russian Religious Sect Who Achieve Sal- 
vation by Eccentric. Suicide. 

London, May 27. — Details have been 
received from Odessa of the self-immola- 
tion of a number of the fanatical follow- 
ers of Raskolniki, the story of which was 
lirat received two weeks ago. More than 
twenty-four bodies of persons who were 
buried alive haye been recovered from a 
Beries of pits near Tirespol. The sect is 
a Burviviil of the old diasentors who 
were perEcciited in Ruasia for two cen- 
turies. Tile treatmeut«\vaa worse under 
Empreas Sophia, when thousands were 
kuouted by the state. The result was 
that they became liorcely fanatical and 
invented a doctrine of .salvation by 
martyrdom. They are now practicing 
fielf-immolation. Six bodies were acci 
dentally discovered on the premises of 
Peodore KovalefT, who confessed that he 
liad walled up in his cellar nine living 

■ persons, including his wife and two 
young children. Ho further admitted 

. that he had buried the other 
jix while they were atill alive 
in a specially excavated pit eight 
feet deep. Kovaleff declares that all 
these were voluntarily victims. In an 
adjoining garden, belonging to Matvei 
Snkula, four bodies wore discovered in a 
pit. Sukula says that tlieee were juried 
alive at their own request. A largo num- 
ber of persons, including many foreign- 
ers, among whom is an American tour- 
inj! party, are visiting the scone.

HBAYY BAETHQUAKE 

Experienced Last Night in Quebec Province 
and New York State. 

Montreal, May 27.— (Special)— Quite 
a severe shock of earthquake visited 
this city at 10 :15 this evening. It lasted 

about 15 seconds, and was the moat 
severe of the aeries which has visited 
this city. It was accompanied by rumb- 
ling. The audiences in the theatres 
were alarmed. The shock is reported to 
have been felt at many points in the 
province, and also in New York State. 

RcTLANij, Vt., Jlay 27. — A slight 
shock of earthcjuake was felt tiiroughout 
the state at 10:13 o'clock to-nigtit. 
Buildings trembled perceptibly. It ex- 
tended aa far south as Fort Edward, 
N. Y. 

BuKLiNGTON, Vt., Mav 27. — The most 
pronounced siiock of eartbijuake exper- 
ienced in this city for several years was 
felt here about 10:13 this evening, the 
shock lasting fifteen seconds. INIost 
buBinCBS places were closed, but build- 
ings were swayed enough to awaken 
people and rattle bottles on the shelves, 
especially in the high buildings. The 
vibration seemed to be from north to 
south.' 



HAD TO SPEAK FRENCH. 

Tlie Langnage in Whicli the U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Presented His Credentials. 

Paris, May 20. — President I''aure for- 
mally received the United States Ambas- 
sador, Gen, Horace Porter, to-day. An 
unprecedented incident occurred upon 
the occasion of the presentation of Gen. 
Porter's credentials. The ambassador 
wanted to deliver liis speech at theElvsee 
palace in I';ngliah,aa the retiring Un'itea 
States anibaeeador, James B. Jsuatia, 
had done, bat ttie ili rector of the proto- 
col insisted that lie must speak in 
French, and Gen. Porter was obliged to 
submit. Although on some previous oc- 
casions United States ministers haTe 
spoken in French, this is the first tinre 
ttie point had been raised, and formalty 
maintained by the presidency.

John Francis Norris, one of Canada's 
veteran journaliats, a ripe scholar and a 
gentleman in the truest sense of the 
word, yesterday closed his eyes in death, 
leaving many to sorrow in silence for a 
dear friend gone. Hia career had been 
inseparably interwoven with the history 
of Canadian journalism during more 
than a quarter of a century past, and 
none of the many thousands with 
whom his. profession brought him in 
contact diltin'g that extended period. will 
ba able to recall a word.br a deed'derbg- 
atory to the dead. The golden rule 
was the text and keynote of his 
life, and while many of lesser 
talents have risen pierhaps to 
greater prominence than that to 
which he aspired, no life could have 
baen more fruitful' of kindly deeds, un- 
ostentatious charity or sympathetic 
kindlineaa. His true and tender heart 
wag large enougli to shelter every claim- 
ant for hia sympathy — bis disposition to 
disregard the dross and recognize the 
gold of character: made him a potent 
pawer for good among all those in whose 
society he moyed. 'lo tlie end of his 
eventful life hi'a- mission was that of min- 
istration; wherever he found sorrow or 
suliering his^ happinesa-was in its relief. 
His couipiiSBtdnato sympathy made 
lighter the burdens of thousands, and 
no one realized in performance more 
than he the spirit . of. Him. who went 
about doing good. - 

The late Mr. Norrla -was bom at "Ut- 
toxeter, StafTordshire, England, 48 years 
ago, inlieriting from hia lather his pro- 
iesaion of letters. As a boy ho became 
known to and respected by some of Eng- 
land's illu3(.riou8 public men, and when 
a young man he came to America their 
godil wishes accompanied him. It wa"B 
in Montreal that the buaicst years of liis 
life were spent — working first aa reporter 
and tlien as editorial writer for the Star, 
the Herald, the Gazette and the 
Times, being at the head of the last 
named newspaper. He was confidential 
secretary to the late Senator Penny, 
the publisher of the Herald ; and during 
the great smallpox scare of 1885 he was 
secretary of the (Quebec board of health. 
While serving the public in the lattel|- 
capacity he rendered signal service by 
his eflbrtB in stamping out the epidemic' 
Keenly and practically interested in 
public affairs, his presence was felt in 
the politics as well as in the sanitation 
of hia adopted province, and on more 
than one occasion he enjoyed -the honor 
of declining candidature for parliament. 
Hfa litework, ho felt, was in the news- 
paper profession, and he declined to en- 
tertain any proposition calculated to 
alienate him from the press. In his 
choseii profession liis opportunities for 
doing good were many— nor were tiiey 
ever neglected. 

His residence in Montreal was inter- 
rupted by a visit of a few years' duration 
in New York, during which he conduct- 
ed the Mining Age, and by speculation 
in stocks acquired what would have been 
to him a considerable fortune. By ill- 
luck, however, Jiis activity in " the 
Street" brought liim into antagonism 
with the late Jay Gould. That veteran 
financier was the stronger force in tlie 
money market, and the fortune and 
hopes of tlie young journalist were soon 
an exploded bubble. Tlien he returned 
to Canada and renewed hia connection 
witlt theafl'airsof ilonlrealand Lacliute, 
for which places all through hia later 
life lie retained tlie liveliest aflection. 

Failing health induced him to come 
West in 1S89, when he attached himself 
to the Colonist stafl, with which he re- 
mained connected until the end. During 
his residence in this city he was united 
in marriage to Marian, daughter of the 
late Henry Lawsbn, who, with a family 
of three— the eldest being not yet five 
years old — is left bereaved of his love 
and care. In as well as out of the news- 
paper office hia characteristics were the 
same — ever ready to do anything within 
his power to lighten the burden of 
otliers;ever glad to be of aervicu at a 
sacrifice of self. It is thua ho will be re- 
membered by those who knew him best. 

His fatal illneaa extended back little 
more than two months, altliough he had 
for yeara been anything but a stronf,; 
man. Heart disease was the immediate 
cause of death, but in reality it was the 
pressure ol unremitting mental labor 
that had enfeebled his system until it 
could no longer offer resistance to attack,

THE PROGRESS OF JAPAN. 

Captain Uyemura,of H. I.J. M. S. Hi- 
yei, said yesterday tha.t in hia i-viaita to 
various seaporta' he had found' 'a'know- 
ledge of the English language absolutely 
essential. " When you deal with the 
common people," he' said, "you will 
always find some one who can speak 
English; but hardly ever any one who 
can speak JVench or German." He 
spoke alao.^i^f *the great rapidity witii 
which the people q.f . Japan are learning 
Engliah. So fast ia a knowledge of our 
tongue spreading in Japan that the next 
generation of Japanese will probably be 
practically all English-speaking. This is 
only one of the most remarkable features 
of the very remarkable renaissance 
now in progress in the Island. Emi>ire of 
the Orient. It ia worth while in this 
connection - to briefly recapitulate the 
salient features of this unprecedented 
change. .Within a decade this nation 
Iiaa changed ita political constitution, 
changed the whole character of ita rela- 
tions to other nations, changed ita whole 
military and naval organization, changed 
the cliaracter of its civilization, changed 
ita national coatume and ia fast chang- 
ing its language. It is not to be under- 
stood that there ia nothing of old Japin 
left, for it would bo physically impos- 
sible to revolutionize in so many par- 
ticulars forty millions of people, hut the 
work of nviderniising the whole country 
and the whole race ia well/ advanced. 
This change has come about from within 
and not from without. A quarter of a 
century ago Germany conquered 
Alsace-Lorraine and has labored ever 
since to Germanize them with very 
scant Buoceaa. Pifty years and more of 
oppression have hot Rusaianized Poland . 
The Eomans, after occupying Britain for 
four centuries, left it pretty much as 
they found it. But Japan, in less time 
than has been occupied in some great 
wars, has risen from a condition which 
it would be hard to define, to a place of 
equality -beside the gre^t jpowera in the 
world. Truly, aa the Marquia Ito^said 
"when youaee thfese' thinga 'you-'must 
admit that Japan had some elements 
which no other Oriental nation has. 
The whole thing ia a marvel, and the 
closer one cornea in contact with it the 
more marvelloua it appeara. 



Fort Churchill iiiighY ^ acceasible from 
the open water in the .center of the Bay 
for nearly as long a period. George A; 
Bayne.C.E., is cited aa authority for the 
proposition that from June 1,5 to Octo- 
ber 20 Fort Churchill is aocesaible for 
ordina,ry sailing vessela, that the ice ia 
never solid in the Bay for more than 
half 'a mile from the shore, and ia often 
broken up by wind and tide. Dr. Charles 
Bell has the record of 750 vessels that 
have passed through the Strait, and Dr. 
Robert Bell aaya that in the 374 years 
during which the Strait and Bay have 
been nayigatc(d;>.iVthereT, ha^voQly been 
the loss of one, 6ri fta ia'claimed by adme 
writers, two small sailing Vessela." 

A very interesting portion of the pam- 
phlet is a paper read by Admiral Mark- 
ham before the Koyal Geographical So- 
ciety. His views may he summarized 
by aaying that he regarda the.Straits as 
navigable by ' specially constructed 
steamers for a suflicient period every 
year to move all the products of the 
prairies. Colonel Harris ia himself very 
enthusiastic on the subject. Ha fore- 
sees: the day when Churchill will be 
a great city',i poaaesaing an imjiortance 
wbiich ia inealcnlable ' aa a base of 
supply and an impregnable military 
highway between Great Britain and her 
Colonies on the Pacific and the princi- 
pal link in the chain binding our Col- 
onies to the Mother Country." 

Does this seem extravagant? We 
shall take occasion at an early day to 
show why it may be- regarded as among 
the early possibilities of the futurp. 




HUDSON'S BAY. 



AS TO QUARANTIlfM. ■ 

When the question ot quarantine was 
. tiafore the committee on supply, the 
Minister of Agriculture stated that be- 
tween $G,000 and $7,0i)0 would be ex- 
pen led at William Head during the next 
few inontli3. Dr. Sproule read to the 
houaa the letter sent to the Colonist by 
sevea phyaiciana who v^er? on board the 
Empreaa of China for the ' purpose of 
directing attention to the views express- 
ed therein. The Jlinister did not ( 
press any opinion as to the correcLnoga 
of those views, but said that ho was in 
formed by Dr. Montizambert that the 
pariod of detention at William Head was 
no greater than at -American porta 
to the south. Thia ia 
vary important statement, for 
if it ^s true, and we assume it is, it shows 
that Oriental passengera will have no 
leason on account of quarantine to 
chooae United States ports in preference 
to Victoria. 

The matter of quarantine having been 
in this direct way brought to the atten- 
tion of the government, the Colonist 
feela that its work in this connection has 
not been wholly iic vain. It ia hardly 
possible that the matter will rest where 
it 13, and we anticipate that full inquiry 
•will he made into the whole subject of 
quarantine. We think it may be con- 
ceded that, after the proposed improve 
menta are made at William Head, the 
qaarantine station will be all that ia 
needed, and, if quarantine is necessary, 
the government will have done all that 
it can reasonably be asked to do. The 
9pen question is as to the necessity for 
quarantine; -' Nothing turns upon the 
anannbr in which .the regulations are en- 
iorced.. If .there ia anything -wrong in 
^thia particular it can bo rectiiBed by 
changing the official. We mention this 
Lecause we wish to emphasize the point 
that in discussing the question of quaran- 
tine the Colonist has no personal nor 
political animus. The thing which it 
wishea to have decided is the necessity 
of quarantine at all. It' ia' not deemed 
neceaaary in Great Britain, France, Hol- 
land, Germany, or any European coun- 
tries except Spain and Turkey. Inspec- 
tion and disinfection are deemed sufli- 
cient at the largest ports in the world, 
and wc have yet to liear^ any reason 
given why they should not be suflicient 
hero, at least ao far as the ship, her crew 
an I ct.bin paasengera are concerned.. The 



Colonel Josiah Harris, F.R.G.S., has 
issued a pamphlet entitled " The Char- 
tered Hudson's Bay and Pacitic liailway 
Route." It is accompanied with an ex- 
cellent map. The pamphlet was printed 
in London and is intended for circula- 
tion in Great Britain. It is dedicated 
by permission to the Marquis of Duf- 
ferin. There is much iii it of great in- 
terest to Canadiana and especially to 
the people of British Columbia. The 
proposed railway ia from Fort Churchill 
to Victoria via Edmonton and the Yel- 
low Head Pass,. utilizing the charter of 
the Britiah ' Pacific railway. From 
Fort Churchill to Edmonton is, in 
round numbers, 1,000 miles by the route 
proposed for the railway. If a railway 
were constructed from Fort Churchill to 
Edmonton and traflic were brought to 
Vancouver over the line from Edmonton 
to Calgary and thence over the CP. 11., 
the aaving in the diatance from ocean to 
ocean aa compared with the O.P.R. from 
Montreal would be 1 ,921 mil^. The sav- 
ing from ocean to ocean by the route via 
Yellow Head Pass would be nearly 1,600 
miles. It ia not necessary in this con- 
nection to refer to the agricultural and 
other capabilities of the great region 
which the proposed railway would 
traverae. The crucial point in the 
whole affair ia the navigability of Hud- 
son's Straits. A few data in regard to 
the Strait and Hndaon'a Bay will be in 
tereating. 

No part of the Bay ia in the Arc-tic 
zone, which will bo news to many peo- 
ple. Its area is about 500,000 • square 
miles, that is, it is half as large as the 
Mediterrnnean.

Full of years and honors, as the say- 
ing goes, the American ship Glory of 
the Seas, now in Esquimalt for repairs, 
is a vessel whose name is fanailiar to 
most shipping men the world over, and 
whose history if told in detail would fill 
book of many chapters. The ship 
came here Saturday with the intention 
of going on tho lisquiinalt marine rail- 
road to be re-coppered, but as her work 
is urgent and as the steamer Tees ia 
occupying that slip and likely to remain 
there for at least two weeks yet, iNIr. W. 
l**. Bullen, manager of the ways, has 
determined to:])laco the vessel' in the 
dry dock, having the contract there com- 
pleted under his superviaion. The 
vessel accordingly goes on the blocks 
to-morrow, and expected will bo out 
again inside of a week. Built at Boston 
in 1870 by the renowned shipbuilder 
Donald Mclvay, the Glory of the Seas 
has earned for herself an enviable re-- 
cord, and there are few ships afloat 
having won greater celebrity. As her 
names implies, she was designed 
to be a vessel of vessels. Her builder, 
after constructing a line of clipper 
ships in the latter sixties that 
gave to the I'nitod States for a time the 
world's sovereignity in marine architec- 
ture and innumerable records for fast 
voyages which to this day have not been 
paralleled, built the Glory of the Seas aa 
a masterpiece. She was designed aa 
a medium clipper, that is to say, 
she was calculated to he a good 
carrier and speedy as well. That 
she has fulfilled all expectations 
has been manifested since on many oc- 
casions. In the first place her carrying 
capacity is about 70 per cent, more than 
lier net tonnage, or about 20 per cent, 
more than the ordinary carrier, and in 
the second place she holds records which 
seldom are beaten.

Long after being built she was in the 
California trade, carrying grain from San 
J'Vancisco to I^iverpool fur a time at the 
handsome figure of 7u cents par cubit 
foot (that was when the excitement in 
California was at its most feverish staee), 
and returning with cargoes for New

For the past twelve years she has been 
on this coast in the coal business, and 
Captain Freeman's connection with her 
as master antedates this period by one 
year. The vessel has the beat of 
oak framing in her and her planking

Gross tonnat^e,'J,103 ; net tonnage, 1,939; 
length of keel, 210 feet; beam, -11 feet;

the bill in question. Hia Honor per- 
haps was also aware that the rtatriction 
clauses were only inserted in those bills 
by a bare majdrity, whereas this bill, 
which would make ail such bills alike, 
was carried by a vote of 22 to 8. Now I 
very much regret' that His Honor has 
ttiough fit to take this stand in the 
matter, in fact taking this means of 
killing such an important hill — im- 
portant I may say was much as it waa 
intended to conserve to our working men 
and women the heritage which rightly 
Ijelongs to them. Aa I have still another 
sessiou to attend I hope with another 
effort to succeed. '\Vm.

THE SOUTHBKN EBPUBLICS. 

Central American Revolutions Bound to Con- 
tinne Until tbe People are Allowed 
to Govern. 

tVn interview with Dr. Horacio Guz- 
mnn, former Minister for Nicaragua at 
Washington, who has just arrived in 
New York from that country, in an in- 
terview be.ars out tlie statementa con- 
tained iu tlie proea despatch of a few 
days ago us to the disturbed condition of 
the Central Ameriuan republics. Dr. 
Guzman says that he does not believe 
the greater Republics, Nicaragiiii, Hon- 
duras and San Salv.ador, will continue 
long to act in unison. 

•Vccording to the terms of the union 
of the three republics, each one defends 
and helps the otlier. The roads from 
Tegucigalpa, the capital of Honduras, to 
Port Cortez are chiefly mountain routes, 
and it ia difficult for a single man to get 
to the coast, where the revolutionists 
are, mnch less an army. Therefore an 
army to check the revolutiooistB must 
be conveyed by sea. Nicaragua ia doing 
her duty, doubtless, in helping her 
ister republic, but I do not understand, 
of couree, why a vessel Hying the United 
.States Hag should be searched." 

' Do you think the revolution in Hon- 
duras has Ijcen crushed, aa reported?" 

I do not, but, on the contrary, my 
opinion is that it will not he bo easily 
put down. I hear that HOiiie wealthy 
iiid strong people are back of this revo- 
ution, and they will not yield without 
a struggle. It may have just begun in- 
stead of being crusiied. As to the report 
of tlie United States consul, Alger, being 
shot at Port Cortez, I know nothing 
about it." 

Is this the regular annual outbreak 
in Honduras? " 

Thia question amuaed the dostor, who 
had lived in America ao lone; he does not 
believe in revolations. " Thia outbreak 
is the inevitable result of our political 
system in the Central American repub- 
lics," he said. " When we govern by 
the votes of the people, tlien revolutions 
will not occur so often. Dr. I5onilla, 
tlie i)ro8ent President of Honduras, i;< 
an excellent man in every respect, and 
^ have the highest admiration for him, 
Hit the truth is he was uuulo Pres- 
ident by the Nicaraguan army in- 
stead of by popular vote. Hia predeces- 
sor, unhappily, biicauie iiiihroik'd in a 
war with Nicaragua, mid after tlic iiglit- 
ing was over Dr. IJonilhv was virtunlly 
made president by Nicaragua. The 
former president and liia friends are 
now stirring up thia revolution. As I 
said, the system is wrong. A man is 
elected president, and it ia supposed 
that he will only serve one term, aa tlie 
constitution jirovidiia. After his three 
years have expired, or before, he has 
the legislature or congreas pass a law 
making him eligible for several more 
terms. 

" A rovolntion pnrbaps occurs and it 
givi-.s him a cliiinct! to pei piituale bin 
term of ollice. How long, I would like 
to Itnow, woulil the people of the L'liittd 
States stand the attemiit to i)L'rpcUiate 
in otiico any President? Small in popu- 
lation as some of our republics are the 
people rise up against the eyatem, and 
that is why we have revoliilioiia. We 
are not governed by the consent of tbe 
people, but by the willoi those in power. 
Dr. Bonilla, iis I said, is a fine nnui, 1 ut 
the friends of his predecessor resent the 
way he was made President. 

As to the stability of the greater Cen- 
tral American republics, he aaid : " I do 
not see how the confederation can last 
long- In the first place the three pleni- 
potentiaries or coni'minaioners that repre- 
sent each of the republics have no power 
beyond appointing ministers and con- 
suls. And other governments do not 
treat with the three republics as 
a whole. I remember distinctly 
that when the minister from the three 
ropuhlica was nreseiited to Preaident 
Cleveland, the latter, in hia Bjieecb, 
made il plain that the recognition of one 
minister for the three republics did not 
all'ect in any way the tieaty of each re- 
public with the Government of tlio Uni- 
ted States. We have our aeparnte treaty 
and 80 has San Salvador and Honduras. 
We ha:ve our own Presidents and our 
own separate and distinct legialativo 
bodies, and ao I do not see that the 
three ropublica are eo cloaely allied after 
all. In my judgment the federation or 
union will not be permanent." ■

ington have recently been much aniuaed 
and much annoyed over the performauco 
of the Bo-called Mining Stock Exchanges 
of Spokane and KosnIand. Tlio opening 
of the Spokane Mining Stock E.xchange 
was one of those stupid blunders be- 
gotten of inexperience or senility. The 
brokers were mostly young men who 
knew little about exchanges and far leas 
about mines. The vast majority of them 
were witlit>ut clients and without money, 
and almost from its birth tliis parody of 
an exchange became a bear factory, 
pounding prices to such an e'xtent tliat 
all possibility of procuring capital by 
means of Stock companies for legitimate 
mining disappeared. Tbe Rossland Ex- 
change was started up to counteract the 
follies of the Spokane institution and 
produced like results. Both exchanges 
have done serious damage to the mining 
enterprises of British Golumbia as well 
aa in Washington. I must reiterate 
what I have often written before, that 
this Northwest country has no peer and 
no parallel in tlie wealth of its mineral 
resources. Within a decade British 
Columbia alone will be producing more 
silver and gold, and copper and lead, 
than any other like area. These are 
conclusions based on a very prolonged 
investigation, tliough they be conclus- 
iona which time alone can justify. But 
in order to procure this wealth enormous 
capital ia, undoubtedly, required. The 
development of the Kootenai country 
up to date has been done entirely by 
mon of small capital. The South 
African and West Australian mines 
have drawn their working capital from 
the great financial center of London. 
British Columbia, up to date, basscarccly 
had a dollar from the world's financial 
centre. The Kootenai mines were ex- 
ploited, explored and developed by men 
of Spokane, and being mostly men of 
small capital, the mineral development 
of British Columbia tnineB were brought 
about by jointatock companies. A mul- 
titude of these have been eminently sut;- 
t!esaful. The War Eagle, Lo lioi, ,Josie, 
Jumbo, Center Star, DeerPark,!. X. L., 
O. K., KossUiud, Red Mountain, Great 
Western, and a number of other prop 
ertiea have all bean developed by means 
of joint stock companies. The success 
of companies like these led to the forma- 
ition of companies which unquestionably 
had some disastrous efTects. The prop- 
erties I have named had from the very 
start, the endorsment of excellent min- 
ing men, and had all the ear-marks of a 
mine. Conservative men did not hesi 
tato to invest their monerin such prom- 
ising speculation, but unfortunately 
many designing operators took advan- 
tage of the success of these and formed 
companies for the purpose of exploiting 
prospects of no intrinsic value and merit. 
Hundreds of companies were formed, 
not for mining purposes, hut to give a 
fictitious value to a paper certificate. To 
be sure, such wild-cat companies are but 
creatuiKjfl of a day, yet the iu vesting 
public liave considerable difficulty in 
separating the wheat from thecbaH'. 

The antics of the exchanges of Ross- 
land and Spokane, as well as the per- 
formances of the wild-cat operators have 
put a stop to the sale of treasury stock 
at a price sufiicient to develop many of 
the mines. Scores of excellent prospect s 
in the Rossland camp have been forced 
to shut down through inability to sell 
treasury stock. The Bossland raine.i 
are bearing out all the predictions and 
promises made for tiiera, but lota of the 
beet properties in Rossland will need a 
great amount of capital before they will 
become dividend payers. 

In the judgment of every competent 
and excellent mining man the St. Elmo, 
for instance, is certain to make a mine 
of exceeding great value. It has an 
enormous ore body that will average 
about $11 to the ton, which with proper 
concentrating and smelting facilities 
would give a profit of five dollars to the

of concentrators. The Rossland camp is 
a cam]) for big capital to operate in. 
The mines are there, but concentrators, 
Bmelters, milla and machinery are re- 
quired and they all take time to procure. 
The building of the Crow's Nest Pass 
Railway will give }3etter transportation, 
cheaper supplies and cheaper coke. This 
will make a vast diflerence ia tlio Rosa- 
land camp. 

Meanwhile, the attention of prospect- 
ors and mining men has been turned to 
the Slocan and Fort Steele mining dis- 
tricts, where it does not require a tenth 
part of the money. to make a dividend 
paying mine that it does in Rossland. 
The galena ores are found cropping to 
the surface and run so high in lead that 
concentrating is usually not necessary, 
and are so rich in silver that most of 
these minea pay from the grass-roots. 

Three years ago the Uoco was under 
boml to some Spokane mining men for 
seventy-live thoueand dollars. It was 
thrown back on its owners' hands as not 
worth the money, and it is now earning 
a not dividend of fifty tliouaand dollara 
per month and ia about to be sold for 
two and one-half million dollars. The 
Idaho mine, which was bought for a 
sons a few years ago, is now paying 
regular dividends of twenty thousand 
dollars per month, and must be classed 
aa one of the million dollar mines of the 
Kootenays. The Whitewater, owned hv 
J. R. Retallick and, Y. G. Eatoii, is an- 
other very remarkable bohahzS, «mine, 
and it has one of the beat arid truest fis- 
sure veins in the Slocan country and is 
easily worth a million. The Slocan Star 
ia the show galena mine of tlie Koote- 
nays. It has been managed from the 
start by able and competent men and is 
a big dividend payer, and unquestion- 
ably worth several million. The Payne 
groupof mines ia the worthy rival of tbe 
various properties already mentioned 
anil is a big dividend paver. The 
Washington, the Rambler-Cariboo, Ruth 
and Noble live are all forging fast ahead 
as big ore producers. And while there 
are hundreds of properties in process of 
development, any one of which may yet 
rival the best of those I have already 
mentioned, yet it is not in the Slocan, 
but in tbe Fort Steele country that the 
most developmeot will take place durinc 
the cominK seaaon, There ia a tremend- 
ous rush of proapectors, mining ihen and 
operators into East Kootenay. The new 
town of Kiinberly is growing more rapid- 
ly than did Rossland. Kimberly is a 
mining camp adjacent to the 
celebrated North Star Iniue, and 
I am informed by mining experts 
of world-wide experience, that Kimberly 
ia going to bccomu the richest lead and 
silver producing district that the world 
has ever known. This is a very strong 
statement indeed, but it ia unquestion- 
ably the general opinion held by mining 
men. The Fort Steele country is almost 
entirely lacking in transportation facili- 
ties. For two or thr^e months when the 
water is high tbe steamers ply between 
Jenninga, on the Greajt Northern rail- 
way, and Fort Steele, hut in winter and 
in tbe aprine Fort Steele ia separated 
from the railroads by a hundred milea 
of bad roads and rough teaming. The 
building of the Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
road will tap this wonderful country; 
opeti up its rich valleys to settlement 
and its rich niinea to industry, and I 
have no heeitation in saying that the re- 
sources of liast Kootenay are so vast and 
so rich that they alone will 
more than remunerate capital for 
the coHt of the Crow's Neat 
Pass railroad. A great auiount of dis- 
appointment has been occasioned by the 
hiihire of ijondon capitalists to make in 
veetmentB in British Columbia. So far 
London has really held aloof, but this is 
entirely due to extraneous circum- 
stances. The troubles in tbe Transvaal 
led to a disastrous slump in South Afri- 
can and West Australian aeeurities, and 
the mining market became perfectly 
stagnant, and the London operators have 
found it nhaolutely impossible to fioat 
new venturea on the market there. The 
Turkish embroglio has accenUiate<l the 
stai;mint situation m London. When 
tliis ende, as end it must, London capital 
is certain to lintl ils way into liritieh 
Columbia. Several of the biggest and 
strongest South African linna alrcidy 
have their representatives in llrit- 
isli Columbia. Mr. R. E. I'.rown 
has been ' spending large smns 
of money in investigating and explor 
ing properties in British Columbia. Mr. 
Brown, it is well known, is iu close 
touch with the biggest and mostsucceae- 
fdl mining operators in Johannesburg 
and London, and he himself is about to 
make his headquarters at Victoria, B.C. 

When the Transvaal troubles quiet 
down and the doga of war are chained 
and cease to growl in Turkey, we are 
certain to have a great amount of Eng- 
lish capital for investment in British 
Columbia minea. I aay Britiali Colum- 
bia mines because, owing to the restrict- 
ive state and federal laws, foreign cap- 
ital does not receive the same protection 
or opportunity on this side of tbe line 
that it does on the other.

New Youk, May 27. — Tbe atock mar- 
ket was quite strong for 8' time to-day, 
but a rather sensational eltimp in the 
Rubber shares and the large selling in 
Baltimore & Ohio put a stop to tbe rise 
and also to the activity of the trading.
